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THE NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW 
IN CHICAGO. 


By SOLOMON HOXIE. 


Editor, Western Edition, Holstein- 
Friesian- World :— ; 

I am not a partisan of the West as 
against the East nor of ‘the East 
against the West in Holstein-Friesian 
affairs. My opportunities have given 
me a broader view. The interests of 
each are identical although it may be 
qifficult for many well-meaning mem- 
bers of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion to clearly see this fact. I have 
recently had a letter from-one.of my 
associates; in the years gone by, in 
relation to the building up of these 
interests. In my reply I wrote in 
substance as follows: 

Yours of December 27th was duly 
received. I am glad that you have 


written. to me for it gives me an op- 
portunity to say a few words to you 
on the importance of maintaining an 
annual National Dairy Show here in 
Chicago. I believe there is no ques- 
tion to come before the next annual 
meeting of our association of equal 
importance to this. I visited the re- 
cent show here two days. I never 
dreamed of so large or so perfect a 
show of dairy cattle. It was great. 
And above all it was educational. 
It was not simply competitive, 
having its prime _ object the 
winning of prizes. But its main pur- 
pose and management in every de- 
partment appeared to be broad-minded 
and impartial to the fullest extent. 

Probably a greater number of pure- 
bred dairy cattle were never before 
gathered on exhibition nor of dairy 
cattle of such high character. I un- 
derstand that the society under whose 
auspices it was held has already 
planned for its repetition next year. 
I want to tell you how important it is 
that it be sustained by our national 
association. Dairying is rapidly in- 
creasing in all the states west of 
Pennsylvania and east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Chicago is the natural 
center of all this great area. Further- 
more it is a city easily reached from 
our Southern states. More persons 
who are actually engaged or prospect- 
ively interested in dairy husbandry 
will attend a show here than at any 
other point within the boundaries of 
our country. 


Perhaps you may not fully know of 
the contest that is going on in all 
this section from Minnesota to Ala- 
bama and Texas between the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed and the Guernsey 
breed. The Guernsey Associa- 
tion has very wisely opened 
its herd-book to the registration of 
pure bred Guernseys bred in England. 
This probably has quadrupled its 
source of foreign supply. Doubtless 
this will greatly stimulate importa- 
tion. There are already many herds 
here. They are getting and breeding 
some of the most magnificent animals 
I ever saw. Notwithstanding many 
large and very superior Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows were exhibited at this year’s 
show, I think none were superior to 


the Guernsey cow, Dolly Dimple, bred 
in Iowa. It is not the “little Jersey” 
that our Holstein-Friesian cows are 
now up against in this section. They 
are contending against a much 
stronger competitor. I believe it 
would be an act of wisdom on the 
part of our association to annually 
appropriate $5,000 to encourage our 
breeders east as well as west to make 
an overwhelming display of their cat- 
tle here. 


I think there should also be an an- 
nual sale of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
here. Of course it should be held sep- 
arate from the show. The cattle could 
be gathered during the show outside 
of the city limits at some point quickly 
and cheaply reached. The sale, as 
to time, would naturally follow the 
show. This would be an additional 
attraction to prospective dairymen in 
all this vast area, north, south, east 
and west. Its success, it seems to me, 
would be inevitable. Many of the 
prospective dairymen in this section 
have heavy purses. Here breeders 
both from the East and West might 
reasonably hope to find liberal buyers.

clean and the roughage ration is 
always made up of as much succu- 
lent material as possible. In work- 
ing out the amount of grains and 
ground feeds the following rule is 
generally used. “As many pounds 
of grain are fed per day as the cow 
produces pounds of butter fat per 
week.” It usually works out that 
this is about one-fourth to one-third 
as much grain as she gives pounds 
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fat, she will go down in her milk pro- 
duction. 

No two cows iy the herd are fed 
alike. Each cow receives individayl 
attention and is fed to her special 
requirements. In order to lessen the 
amount of labor in caring for a herd 
in this way a general grain mixture 
is usually adopted which serves the 
needs of most of the cows in the 
herd. This is taken into the barn 
in a cart which has a scale attached 
to it and each cow’s amount is 
weighed before it is given to her, 

The following grain mixtures have 
been fed to advantage during the 
past few years and are given here- 
with as samples that will probably 
prove good in other herds. 

1. Wheat bran, 2 parts; ground 
oats, 2 parts; corn meal, 2 parts; 
gluten meal, 1 part; oil meal, 1 part. 

2. Wheat bran, 4 parts;. ground 
oats, 2 parts; corn meal, 2 parts; 
gluten feed, 1 part; and oil meal, 1 
part. 

3. Wheat bran, 4 parts; ground 
oats, 2 parts; corn meal, 2 parts; 
gluten feed, 1 part; oil meal, 1 part. 

4. Wheat bran, 2 parts; dried dis- 
tillers’ grains, 2 parts; cotton seed 
meal, 1 part. 

5. Wheat bran, 3 parts; oats, 3 
parts; corn meal, 2 parts; distillers’ 
grains, 2 parts. 

6. Wheat bran, 3 parts; corn meal, 
4 parts; distillers’ grains, 3 parts. 

Holstein-Friesians have always had 
a prominent place in the dairy herd 
of the College of Agriculture of the 
University of Wisconsin.

April 8, 1906 and was bred by the 
University. Her sire is Aurora 3d’s 
Piebe De Kol, 36005. Her dam is 
Netherland Artis Mechtilde, 59609. 
Piebe is a large, strong bodied heifer 
but like her mother has a tendency 
to carry considerable flesh. Her ud- 
der is better formed than her moth- 
er’s but it is somewhat. small in pro- 
portion to her body. Her teats are 
well placed and convenient for milk- 
ing. She made a very satisfactory 
record as a two year old and was 
admitted to the Holstein-Friesian 
Registry with an official seven-day 
record of 309.2 pounds milk, testing 
4.06% and 12.564 pounds butter fat. 
It is interesting to note that when 
she made this record, she was being 
milked three times a day. After the 
record was made she was milked only 
twice a day and she immediately 
dropped off in milk production, al- 
most 30 per cent.

THE CITY MILK PROBLEM. 


O. P. DILL, Ohio State University, 12. 

As time goes on, the problem of 
supplying milk to the large cities be- 
comes more vital. Among the larger 
cities like New York and Chicago 
much of the milk must travel through 
the sun, for a larger part of the day, 
before it reaches the consuumer. The 
consequences are that much of the 
milk is in a bad condition when it 
reaches the user. One of the most 
important problems of today, is to se- 
cure a clean, wholesome supply of 
milk for the cities. This is of great- 
est importance to every home, for 
there we find the infants who must 
feed upon it. 

Statistics show that there are a 
large number of deaths, among the in- 
fants in the large cities, due to bad 
milk. This shows the necessity of 
producting a good quality of milk for 
city use. 

Several different methods are being 





put into operation to secure a higher 
class of milk. Better regulation and 
inspection of the dairies that supply 
our cities with milk is commanding 
ever increasing attention at the pres- 
ent time. In the larger cities, there 
is a corps of men, whose duty is to 
see that the dairies supplying the city 
do so under sanitary conditions. This 
method is a very commendable one 
and has brought forth good résults, 
expensive tho it be. 

Some dairies produce a certified 
milk, and advertise it as a babies’; 
food. This milk is produced under: 
very sanitary conditions from good} 
healthy cows. It must contain less! 
than 10,000 bacteria per cc. It com-, 
mands a fancy price upon the market, 
hence its use by the people who really 
need it largely. 

Within the past few years pasteur- 
izing milk has received a great deal 
of attention. By this method practi- 
cally sterile milk is produced. The! 
milk is heated to 140 or 160 degrees 
and held there for a period, varying 
inversely as the temperature, from 10 
minutes to 1 hour. Practically all 
bacteria are destroyed, and the milk is 
rendered practically sterile. The 
spores, however, remain intact, as 
they are capable of effectively resist- 
ing high temperatures. To kill these 
spores we must heat the milk to a 
temperature above that of boiling for 
about a half hour. The time, how- 
ever, varies with the temperature. 

Within the past 10 years evaporated 
milk, commonly known as condensed 
milk, has come into prominence. It 
has been on the market for at least 
25 years. Only within the past dec- 
ade has the business been exploited 
extensively. A sterile product, that 
can be shipped anywhere and still be 
in good condition, is thus produced. 
The process itself insures the con- 
sumer a sterile product. In the first 
place, the milk must be delivered to 
the factory in a satisfactory condition. 





The dairymen must comply with the 
company’s rules, as to feeding the 
cows, cooling the milk, caring for it, 
and as to the sanitation of their sta- 
bles. After the milk is delivered to 
the factory, part of the water is ex- 
tracted in a vacuum pan. The milk 
is then placed in cans, sealed, and 
sterilized. The process of sterilization 
destroys all bacteria and spores, and 
gives a product that is absolutely safe 
for consumption. The people of large 
e‘ties are taking advantage of these 
facts and are usig immense quantities 
of it. 

This is probably one of the safest 
milks for use in the large cities, be- 
cause first, the people are assured of 
a sterile product; second, the price of 
the product is not prohibitive to the 
poorer classes; third, an unopened can 
of milk can be kept an_ indefinite 
period without fear of spoiling; 
fourth, city officials have fewer plants 
to control. 


The city milk problem is a life- 
study unto itself. In it we find inter- 
woven, problems not only of economy 
of production, but problems of ethics, 
morality, public health, civic right- 
eousness. Of these the modern dairy- 
man must have some conception if he 
rise to the top of his profession. As 
his brother’s keeper, he must be a 
broad, deep student of men and af- 
fairs and of scientific agriculture. The 
field for progress is broad indeed. It 
is up to us to so fit ourselves, as ex- 
amples of progressive dairymen, to fill 
our niche, intelligently and accept- 
ably.—The Agricultural Student.

The United States is by far the 
largest coal producer of the world, 
its production in 1910 being 441% 
million metric tons, against 264% 
million by the United Kingdom, 222 
million by Germany, 39 million each 
by France and Austria-Hungary, 
24% million by Russia, 23 million by 
Belgium, 15 million by Japan, 14% 
million by China, 13 million by Can- 
ada, and 12 million each by Aus- 
tralia and India, the grand total of 
production in 1910 for all countries 
for which statistics are available be- 
ing a little over 1 billion tons, of 
which about 40% is produced by the 
United States, about 23% by the 
United Kingdom, and about 20% by 
Germany. 





Over 165,720 printed articles on 
various public questions have been 
sent out in response to requests from 
citizens in Wisconsin, by the depart- 
ment of public discussion and debat- 
ing of the extension division of the 
University of Wisconsin, during the 
last two and a half years, according 
to statistics just compiled. 

These articles were made up in 
4,148 package libraries and were sent 
to 657 different communities where 
this information was desired.

Vaccination against typhoid fever 
of the entire National Guard of Wis- 
consin when the companies go into 
encanmpment at Camp Douglas next 
spring, with vaccine furnished by the 
hygienic labratory of the University 
of Wisconsin is being planned. 

The proposed cooperation between 
the National Guard and the hygienic 
labratory at the state university 


arises from the success which has 
attended the use of typhoid vaccine 
in the United States army where it 
has been made compulsory for all 
soldiers and; officers under forty-five 
to be vaccinated against the disease. 

Since the first of December when 
the hygienic labratory started the 
distribution of the anti-typhoid vac- 
cine, over 200 vaccinations have been 
made in the state.

The city of San Francisco is seek- 
ing a free gift from the Government 
of the Hetch Hetchy Valley, in the 
Yosemite National Park. It desires 
to use this valley as a reservoir site 
for the city water supply. Professor 
H. C. Bradley, of Wisconsin Univer- 
sity, who has made a special tour 
of inspection, says the valley is the: 
finest of the whole National Park, 
rivaling any in Switzerland. If San 
Francisco is allowed to use this val- 
ley, campers will be restricted from 
the entire watershed into the valley. 
Furthermore, Professor Bradley says 
the only advantage of this valley 
Over numerous other available ones 
is a slight difference in the distance 
from the city. The other valleys can 
be obtained by buying the lani, whi-h 
is privately owned. The earthquake 
evidently did not shatter San Fran- 
c‘sco’s nerve much. This valley may 
be saved by writing to the Secretary 
of Interior, who is soon to make a 
report of the matter to Congress.

The 246 cows accepted for entry 
in the Holstein-Friesian Advanced 
Register, during the period from 
November 21, to December 11, nearly 
one-half of which were heifers with 
first or second calves, produced in 
seven consecutive days, 97,566.2 lbs.

The average 
production for each animal was 396.6 
Ibs, of milk containing 13.973 Ibs. of 
butter-fat; equivalent to over 56.6 
Ibs. or almost 27 quarts of milk per 
day, and 16.3 lbs. of the best com- 
mercial butter per week. 

Advanced Registry and Its Results 
(From The Horse World) 

After reading Solomon Hoxie’s ac- 
count of how he came to originate the 
idea of advanced registry for dairy 
cattle, [as published in the Holstein- 
Friesian World] a friend writes to 
The Horse World as follows: “It 
would be a good plan to apply ad- 





vanced registry is to establish an 
With the cattle it is based entirely on 
performance. With trotting it might 
be based on 2.10 (or some other high 
grade) performance, plus inheritance 
from performance. The idea of ad- 
vanced registry is to establish an 
aristocracy to which no animal is ad- 
mitted until it has demonstrated, by 
its own performance, that it is en- 
titled to such admission.” As an 
introduction to the story of how he 
evolved the plan for advanced regis- 
try, Mr. Hoxie says: 

Thirty years ago advanced registry 
was a new idea—a new conception. 
Today it is familiar to most country 
people, especially the dairy farmers, 
for which this article is being written. 
In some sort of concrete form it is 
now being adopted in Europe as well 
as in this country, and it bids fair 
to spread to all dairy sections in all 
countries. The primary idea is se- 
lection of the highest grade of dairy 
cows and bulls for the propagation 
not only of pure-bred stock, bet 
also of cross-bread and_ so-called 
native stock. Its present application, 
however, is only to pure-blooded ani- 
mals separated from the commo: 
stock of a given country by distinct 
and striking characteristics, as, for 
example, the Guernseys and the Hol- 
stein-Friesians in this country. It is 
now generally admitted to be the 
most efficient means through which 
the improvement of dairy cattle is ef- 
fected. 

The last paragraph tells the story 
of what advanced registry has done 
for the milk. and butter producing 
breeds of cattle. By selecting for 
breeding purposes only cows that 
have by performance made them- 
selves eligible to advanced registry, 
and bulls that are sons of such cows, 
the breeders who are trying to make 
their daries produce the maximum 
amount of milk or butter have demon- 
strated beyond the shadow of doubt 


that the development of certain pow- 
ers, together with the selection. for 
breeding purposes of such developed 
animals or the sons of such epzi- 
mals, is the most potent factor in 
contsantly improving the productive 


powers in the direction aimed at. 
Trotting horse breeders who are se- 
lecting stallions and mares for breed- 
ing purposes that have had their 
speed developed sufficiently to intensi- 
fy the physical and mental character- 
istics which are the accompaniments 
of the ability to produce extreme 
speed with uniformity are following 
the same lines which the breeders 
of dairy cattle have followed in their 
successful movement to increase the 
milk and butter-producing qualities 
of their herds by adopting advanced 
registration, which can be attained 
only through the test of performance.

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We do not pretend to 
The Annual be fully conversant 
Dairy Show. with all the stages in 

the growth and de- 
velopment of the Dairy Show tuber- 
cle that resulted in the great schism 
—the National and _ International 
Shows. We believe, however, that 
we voice the prevailing sentiment in 
the East when we say that for the 
general good of the dairy interests 
of the whole country, the dairy show 
promoters of all breeds should be 
subjected to a tuberculin test and 
the reacters given the Bang treat- 
ment; and that then the healthy 
promoters unite in staging a great 
undivided show that shall be truly 
a national triumph. 

We cannot believe that local or 
state interests, even in dairy mat- 
ters should be placed before national 
interests. We believe that the great 
body of Holstein-Friesian breeders 
should throw their influence into the 
balance on the side of a united Show. 

Now, it is being argued by Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders and members 
of the national association that a 
“permanent home” for the associa- 
tion would be a great disadvantage, 
a veritable disaster; that it is really 
much better and more satisfactory to 
wander about over the country in a 
homeless condition; that such an ar- 
rangement would be more econom- 
ical, besides, preventing any certain 
locality becoming overgrown in its 
own estimation. Then, too, in the 
course of time every member eould 
have the annual meeting in his own 
front yard, and would be considered 
just as good as anybody else—if not 
better. 

Now, the editor has been substanti- 
ally won over to the logic of this 
reasoning, so much so, indeed, that 
he cannot see why this same kind of 
reasoning will not apply to the Na- 
tional Dairy Show. You know the 
country is divided into three great 
natural divisions viz; the Eastern, 
the Middle Western and the Western 
or Pacific.

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HERD IMPROVEMENT. 

Almost three years ago the prac- 
tice of weighing each cow’s ‘milk 
daily, and of testing it once in nine 
weeks, was instituted in my father’s 
herd. From the outset the results 
have proved very interesting, as well 
as valuable; and, in this short dis- 
cript‘on, it is my purpose to tell of 
some of the things that came to my 
notice since that date. 

The records of these cows séon be- 





came a great light as to their relative 
efficiency, and the milkers took an in- 
terest in the production of the ani- 
mals. As weather or feed conditions 
influenced the flow of milk, it was 
immediately noticed from a _ glance 
at the weight-sheet, and the result 
was a quickened interest in the ani- 
mals, and better care was the ulti- 
mate result. Especially I remember 
how the milkers were surprised at 
the fluctuations in the amounts of 
milk caused by irregular milking, and 
at the fa‘lures they had made while 
attempting to “guess” the weights of 
the individual milkings. Estimating 
the number of pounds of milk given 
is extremely inaccurate, and once hay- 
ing used a good milk balance, the 
dairymun will never trust to his eye 
or hand alone. 


More than usual interest was man- 
ifested at the close of the first test- 
week, when the per cent. of butterfat 
became known, and we then saw that 
the weight sheet in itself was a poor 
criterion by which to judge the worth 
of a cow. Not the merest conjecture 
as to the yearly production of the 
animals could be made from the few 
months’ result, because of the mani- 
fold differences among cqws, but at 
the close of the year there came a 
final reckoning day for the most of 
the herd. As the reader will soon 
note, this herd was a very ordinary 
one, a typical example ot the general 
run of cows in Northern Illinois: 225 
pounds of butterfat was arbitrarily 
chosen as the production a cow should 
make in order to be classed as profit- 
able, and at the close of the first 
year of testing, only four of a herd 
of th‘rteen gave the required amount. 
A few unprofitable cows were ‘sold 
during the year, and were counted as 
members of the herd. While not a 
creditable showing, to be sure, this 
is a true account of the conditions and 
goes to illustrate all the more forci- 
bly the pressing need of knowing defi- 


nitely just what the cows are doing. 
During. the first year of testing, the 
best cow produced only 260 pounds 
of butterfat; and the poorest finished 
the year with a production of 214: 
pounds. ; 

It did not seem possible that the 
cows themselves were entirely respon- 
sible for those low marks, so my 
brother got busy with his pencil and 
compounded balanced rations for thé 
cows during the next winter, they 
being on patsure through the summer 
months. The poor cows were difs- 
posed of, and at the close of the sec- 
ond year only four cows fell below 
225 pounds of butterfat, the average 
production of the herd being the same 
as the best cow produced the year pre- 
ceeding—226 pounds. All of the four 
below the standard amount were 
young cows which could hardly be ex- 
pected to do as well as the older 
cows. The best cow during the sec- 
ond year’s work, lacked but two 
pounds of producing 300, and I be- 
lieve in one more year the average of 
the whole herd may be above that 
mark. 


Considering butterfat at the low 
price of 26 cents per pound, and the 
cost of feed, $38.00 per head, the.
